The debt would be gradually re- 
duced by the installment pay- 
ments, with the result that the 
purchaser would receive credit, on 
the average, equal to about half 
the starting balance. Dividing 14 
by half of 85 gives the annual rate 
of 33 per cent. As with nearly all 
percentages quoted by sellers, the 
4 per cent rate quoted in this case 
is far from the true rate."

There are techniques and procedures 
not even suggested as yet, which will 
be commonplace 20 years hence. We 
will look back at 1941 and its squab- 
bles over this and similar issues, and 
say incredulously, "Is it possible we 
quarreled over that?" 


For instance: it has been suggested 


that employers check off from every 
employe whether the money be paid 
over to the union as his member- 
ship or paid to come community char- 
ity if he chooses not to be a mem- 
ber. That would give every man the 
right to refuse to join a union if 
he didn't like the way it was be- 
ing run, but at the same time it would 
fasten a sort of "social tax" on each 
employe to remind him that he can- 
not enjoy a "free ride" to the con- 
ditions won by the efforts of his or- 
ganized colleagues. It would avoid - 
virtual "penalty" on union member- 
ship that results when employes in 
a shop are allowed to enjoy union con- 
ditions without payinf their share of 
the cost of attaining them. 


Practical? Offhand, at the moment, 


we'd say No, simply because unions 
at present certainly would not ac- 
cept such a condition. The only rea- 
son for advancing the idea at all is 
to show that all the thoughts have 
not yet been thought, all the pro- 
posals not yet made, all the possible 
solutions not yet suggested. This one 
may not be practical or valuable, yet 
it is new. As long as ne wsuggestions 
continue to come forth there is al- 
ways hope for solving any problem.

Curry County, Oregon, when that 
state failed to do anything about 
proven deposits of manganese and 
bauxite.

Port Orfor, in Curry County, an- 
nounced plans to quit Oregon and 
join California.

Inflammable Hydrogen Gas May 
Be Used Later 
For safety's sake, most balloons in 


this country are inflated with non- 
inflammable helium gas. Inflammable 
hydrogen gas, which will be used 
later because there won't be enough 
helium to go around, is used in some 
balloons for training purposes so 
the men will learn all of the neces- 
sary precautions. 


In England most of the balloons 


are sent up from parks and other 
open spaces. Army officials here are 
planning to attach some to the tops 
of skyscrapers in big cities like New 
York to give the balloons added alti- 
tude. Normally, the balloons soar a- 
bout nine thousand feet overhead.

A Typical Day 
From 8:30 to 10:30 a. m., the boys 


meet Dr. Jacobsen in an informal class 
in which topics connected with their 
studies are discussed. He then as- 
signs two students each to go to the 
offices of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, Civil Service Commission, 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
he Customs Bureau of the Treasury 
Jepartment. Arrangements for their 
•eception and guidance are made in 
advance by Dr. Jacobsen. 


The students are given every op- 


portunity to see how the bureaus are 
organized, what their work is, how 
.hey arrange their budget and di- 
•ect their personnel. Day after day 
may thus be spent for a month. At 
:he end of the semester each student 
is supposed to write elaborate reports 
on what he learned about at least 
three government bureaus or depart- 
ments. 


In the matter of political control, 


the students sit in the gallery of the 
senate and house and thus see con- 
gress in action. They attend congres- 
sional committee meetings, hearings 
and investigations. They have op- 
portunity to attend conferences with 
the majority and minority leaders in 
congress. Finally, they usually get 
consent 
of the 
congressman 
from 


their district or one of the senators 
from their state to do some work 
in his office. They thus get an idea 
of the mail the solon gets from his 
constituents, and also what arguments 
are made by pressure groups and lob- 
byists. 


Eye on Defense 
This year they are concentrating on 


public administration in relation to 
national defense. They also watch the 
propaganda machines at work in their 
drives for and against matters con- 
nected with defense and foreign po- 
licy. 


Through Dr. Jacobscn's acquain- 


tances in Washington the students 
have an opportunity to meet person- 
ally man yof the leaders in congress 
and, sometimes, cabinet officers and 
justices of the Supreme Court. An 
annual social event is a tea given them 
by Mrs. Roosevelt.

How to Do It 
While it is necessary for motion 


picture people to take on different 
personalities in a studio portrait gal- 
lery, the average girl who has her 
picture taken perhaps once a year 
should try only to be herself in front 
of the camera. 


Dress and make up as if you were 


going out for an evening, and keep 
the clothes simple and the makeup at 
minimum. If you wear an eccentric 
hat or dress which happens to be in 
the current style, your photograph 
will be out of date as soon as the 
style changes. After that it will be 
just a subject of comment on what 
funny clothes women wore in 1941.
